Mason and Dixon's Line. 
Mason and Dixon’s line In itself was 
a very short affair, defining the bound­ 
ary between the states of Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, about 244 miles in 
length. 
It was a subject of contro­ 
versy for more than SO years, and was 
finally fixed at 39 degrees, 43 minutes 
and 20.8 seconds north. 
This line, if 
extended across the continent, would 
pass through the states of W est Vir­ 
ginia, Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, Missouri, 
Kansas, Colorado, Utah, Nevada and 
California. It takes its name from the 
British firm of surveyors who surveyed 
It between 1783 and 1 <0*. 
During the 
Civil war it was considered the north­ 
ern limit of slavery, rofighly separating 
the North from the South; Maryland 
and Delaware, however, both recog­ 
nized slavery.
